BUSIESS INPROVING

FProspects for Good Prices For Pro-
duce Bright—Kansas Potato
Crop Only 60 to 70 Per it
~—Uhicago Knjoying a
Bulding Boom

“Chicago, and all of the cities of
the Middle West are showing a
warked business activity with bulld
ing operations being conducted on
a scale which better than anything
@lee shows that good times are re-
turning,"” says George K. Alken,
who returned Iast Thursdany uafter-
noon from a three weaks' trip
through the Mliddle Wesal, during
which he visited Chicago, the Twin
Citles, St. Louls and Kansas City.

“Businese men of Chicago are
optimistic and well they may be, for
the bullding permits of that city In
May were the highest In the city's
history. This In spite of the strikes
still ungettied in the bullding trades
indicate the demand for expansion..

“While erops were reported good
early in June, the harvest reports
which came after & hot spell showed
n reduction and thus gave indica-
tion that wheat prices would be fair
this fall. 1 was particularly anx-
fous to lewrn something of Lhe po-
tato situation in the Kaw river val-
ley, so arranged to reoturn vian Kan-
sas City and Denevr and thus trav-
el practically the entire length of
the Kaw, It will be of interest to
the loeal potato growers Lo  know
that the indications are that the
Kaw valley will have only a 60 to
70 per cent crop, ‘T'his mformation
wae galned from travelers whobe
business interests demand knowl-
odge of this crop conditlon, and from
reports from rallroad traffic offi-
oluls.

“Since the Knw river potntoes are
are the principal competitors of the
enrly potatoes of this section, |t
would appoar that satlsfactory rve-
turns ought to be sccured from the
potato crop soon to he hervested
here,

“While in St. Louls I vislted the
hig public market and saw  head
lottuce sold at 20 cents per hend, or
$0.60 per crate, thus another indi-
cation of favorable price for another
Srinke River Valley crop ‘was se-
curad.

Mean In the middle western eities ls
the condition of the varlous public
gerviees one I8 called upon to nse,
at least that was the excuse glven
for the poor service available, by
talephiona  for eximple Though
callod upon repeatedly to uso tele-
phoues, particularly In Chicage, It
was seldom that prompt service was
ssoured, and on several agrasions |
wane not able to get the number
ealled, though later 1 found that
the person called was near the phone
at the time. 1 was told thiat this
wne the rule and that the service
had been demorallzed more or less
for some time. Not until I reachad
Denver was prompt sorvico secured.
The contrast between the service
furnished In Ontario was so marked
that 1t compelled attention, and
while It may be that wo would all
enjoy the sensation of sceing our
community grow so fast that the
tolephone sorvice ecould not keap up
with it yet it s easier on the nerves
and patience to use the telephone
hore than (t is in the middle west-
ern elties,”
